Potential
disturbance from traffic.

Mountain Plover Y Y Two prairie dog towns have been identified as
nesting habitat within the Monument.

Northern Goshawk Y Y Occurs within the Monument, but no nests have
been identified. Potential disturbance from
traffic or construction-related activity.

Peregrine Falcon Y Y Individuals have been observed and hacking
has occurred within the Monument, but no
nests are currently documented.

Red-headed Woodpecker Y Y Has potential to occur in cottonwood/green ash
galleries along the Missouri River, but none
have been recorded.

Sage Thrasher Y? Y At the edge of their range; could exist in the
Monument, but not confirmed.

Sprague’s Pipit Y Y Occurs within the Monument. Potential
disturbance from traffic.

Swainson’s Hawk Y Y Occurs within the Monument, but no nests have
been identified. Potential disturbance from
traffic.

White-faced Ibis Y Y Is within the range and habitat occurs along the
Missouri River, but none have been
documented within the Monument.

Willet Y Y Occurs within the Monument. Potential
disturbance from traffic.

Wilson’s Phalarope Y Y Occurs within the Monument. Potential
disturbance from traffic.
